HAVANA, Oct. 29 (AP)—Prem- 


ier Fidel Castro's cabinet rati- 
fied early today the revival of 
military tribunals, which sent 555 
of his enemies to execution be- 
fore firing squads. 

Some 200 persons are in jail 
awaiting investigation or trial as 
counter - revolutionaries. Uncon- 
firmed reports tell of more ar- 
rests daily. 

Castro abolished the military 
tribunals in July in favor of 
civilian courts. Though the latter 
have power to impose death for 
activities against the revolution- 
ary regime, the heaviest sen- 
tences meted out were 30 years’ 
imprisonment. 

Habeas Corpus Suspended. 

In support of the re-establish- 
ment of military courts, the 
cabinet ordered a new suspen- 
sion of the right of habeas 


corpus. The same resolution also 


suspended: 
A requirement that all per- 
sons detained must be pre- 
sented before a court and form- 
ally charged within 24 hours. 
The right of Cuba's supreme 
court to determine the consti- 
tutionality of laws and decrees. 
Powers of courts to intervene 
on behalf of detained persons. 
A power failure plunged most 
of Havana into darkness just 
after the six-hour cabinet ses- 
sion ended at 2 a.m. The black- 
out was traced to an equipment 
failure, the American - owned 
Cuban Electric Co. said, adding 
there was no immediate indica- 
tion of sabotage. The power 
went on again over most of 
the city after about two hours. 
Government to Check. 

(United Press International 

reported that the government 


| announced it would send its own 


engineers to oversee the electric 
power operations. Communica- 
tions Minister Enrique Oltuski 
said that the power company 
did not seem to care how many 
power failures occurred.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
The resignation of Robert D. 
Murphy as under Secretary of 
State has almost completed an 
unplanned reorganization in the 
State Department high com- 
mand. It has been under way 
since Christian A. Herter took 
control last spring. 

Murphy's resignation was an- 
nounced by the White House last 
night. Murphy, 65 years old, 
wrote President Eisenhower that 
he was resigning effective Dec. 
3 for personal reasons. The Pres- 
ident accepted the resignation 
“‘with deep regret, but with com- 
plete understanding.”’ 

He said that Murphy had well 
earned his unofficial title as this 
country’s No. 1 diplomatic trou- 
ble shooter. 

Later Murphy told reporters 
“it was an awfully tough deci- 
sion to make.”’ He said he want- 
ed greater financial security and 
more time with his family than 
his State Department duties had 
permitted. He will take a job in 
private industry. 

No Policy Differences. 

State Department press officer 
Lincoln White said reports that 
policy differences had anything 
to do with Murphy’s resignation 
were unfounded. 

Murphy had turned down the 
job of ambassador to West Ger- 
many. The post will become 
vacant soon with the retirement 
of Ambassador David Bruce.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 — The 
Supreme Court yesterday re- 
jected a plea by the Government 
that the United Steelworkers be 
subjected to a speed-up in its 
fight against an injunction in- 
tended to terminate the 107-day- 
old strike under the national 
emergency provisions of the 

Taft-Hartley law. 

The court declined, contrary 
to a Government request, to di- 
rect the union to present its pe- 
tition for a review of the back- 
to-work order by noon today, 
thus leaving undisturbed a lower 
court decision giving the union 
until Monday afternoon to file 
for a hearing on the injunction. 

Negotiations Resumed. 

Meanwhile, the union and top 
producers were back in 
Pittsburgh resuming  negotia- 
tions today. Returning to the 
bargaining table this afternoon 
were four-man teams headed by 
David J. McDonald, union presi- 
dent, and R. Conrad Cooper, a 
U. S. Steel Corp. vice president. 

The industry team now repre- 
sents 11 top producers; Kaiser 
signed earlier with the union. 
The last time management and 
the union negotiators met was 
Sunday. 

Tuesday the circuit court of 
appeals at Philadelphia by a 
2-to-l1 vote upheld a United 
States District Court injunction 
directing the 540,000 strikers to 
return to the mills. In that de- 
cision the appellate court gave 
the union until Monday to file a 
petition in the Supreme Court 
for a writ of certiorari which 
would open the way to a final 
legal attack by the union on the 
injunction. Under these terms 
the strike continues. 


‘Outstanding Emergency.’ 


It was this timetable which 
the Government yesterday sought 
unsuccessfully to upset on the 
ground that the “outstanding 
emergency” created by the steel 
strike required more expeditious 
consideration by the court of the 
steel case. 

As matters now stand, barring 
a settlement of the dispute in 
industry-union negotiations at 
Pittsburgh, the strike could go 
on at least until the middle of 
next week if the court decides 
the injunction issues merit con- 
sideration. 

Under the Government sched- 
ule proposed yesterday, a final 
decision might have been pos- 
sible by Monday on whether the 
injunction will stand or fall. If 
the Supreme Court upholds the 
injunction, the union has no 
automatic recourse and it must 
direct the strikers to return to 
work for an 80-day period. 

The court’s ruling came at 
5:15 p.m., a much later hour 
than the court generally is found 
conducting its business. The de- 
cision was reached after a full 
day of circulating briefs from 
both sides among the nine jus- 
tices, followed by a poll. 

Court Now in Recess. 

The court is in recess until 
Nov. 9, but all the members of

The city of St. Louis and the 
Police Department, which have 
been at odds recently with re- | 
spect to police finances, got 
together today on a joint finan- 
cial operation that is expected 
to save them a total of $5000 
this coming year.

Judge Finds Court Order ‘Might 
Even Make More Difficult a Nego- 
tiated Settlement’ of the Strike.

WITHOUT CHALLENGING the conclusions of the majority as 
to the constitutionality of the statute and the sufficiency of proof 


| that the continuing national steel strike imminently threatens se- 


rious interference with essential national defense production, I 
still am not persuaded that a case has been established for the 
issuance of a Taft-Hartley injunction. 


These are the steps in my 
reasoning. The injunction 
sought here is an equitable 
remedy and, therefore, is to 
be granted or withheld in the 
exercise of a sound discretion. 
Accordingly it should not be 
granted if it apparently would 
not accomplish its objective. 
In the emergency strike pro- 
visions of the Taft-Hartley law, 
the primary purpose of a tem- 
porary injunction is not to 
force strikers to return to 
work but to facilitate a settle- 
ment of a serious industry- 
wide strike by collective bar- 
gaining. The evidence here 
shows that an injunction would 
not facilitate and might even 
make more difficult a nego- 
tiated settlement of the steel 
strike. In these circumstances 
an exercise of sound discretion 
must lead to a denial of the 
requested injunction. This rea- 
soning is elaborated in what 
follows. 


The national emergency strike 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley 
. do not purport to de- 
termine the merits of a labor 
dispute or to terminate a strike 
by judicial order. The statute 
merely authorizes a court tem- 


'porarily to suspend a strike of 
'a certain nationally very harm- 


ful type for a period of not more 
than 80 days while the parties 
negotiate and the strikers ulti- 
mately vote whether to accept 
whatever final offer management 
may make. This duty to nego- 
tiate and vote is explicit and 
constitutes the whole machinery 
of settlement set up by the 
statute. Thus the apparent pur- 
pose of the statute is to create 
for a limited time a more favor- 
able environment for collective 
bargaining between the parties 
to a nationally hurtful strike with 
the hope and expectation that

IT IS TRUE that a Taft-Hart- 
ley injunction may also have the 


immediately helpful effect of 
temporarily restoring much 
needed production. But if this 


had been the objective primarily

period of attempted settlement. 


It is also to be considered in 
judging the primary purpose of 


| the legislation that Congress had 
already conferred sweeping and 


more direct authority upon the 


_ executive for satisfying emergen- 
cy national needs for materials 


and commodities by seizing 
struck plants under Section 18 
of the Universal Military Train- 
ing and Service Act and by allo- 
cating scarce supplies under sec- 
tion 101 of the Defense Produc- 
tion Act of 1950 as amended. It 
is reasonable to believe that 
some different purpose motivat- 
ed the Congress in authorizing 
temporary injunctions under the 
Taft-Hartley law. 

To accomplish its purpose the 
Statute invokes the equity juris- 
diction of the district courts. 
This is done by the provision 
that if the continuation of a 
strike of a substantial part of 
an industry will impair national 
health or safety, the district 
court ‘“‘shall have jurisdiction to 
enjoin any such strike for a 
period which cannot exceed 80 


days ... and to make such oth- 
er orders as may be appropri- 
ate.’’ The case might have been 
different had the statute provided 


for an administrative hedring 
and determination and an ad- 
ministrative order suspending a 
strike, with the judicial role lim- 
ited to enforcement of any per- 
missible order.

Violating a Principle 

Along with at least one member 
of the Board of Education, we were 
“amazed”’ by Mr. Daniel Schlafly’s 
proposal that St. Louis public 
schools begin each class day with 
a@ prayer. Such a practice would 
clearly violate the principle of sepa- 
ration of churches from the state, 
creating a hazardous situation. 

Children of parents who opposed 
the recitation of prayers, although 
excused from saying them, would 
be set apart from their classmates 
at the opening of each school day. 
This would disrupt the mission of 
our free, nonsectarian, tax-support- 
ed public schools—which is to unite 
children of a democracy in the pur- 
guit of learning. 

Even more serious would be the 
subversion of the ideals of those 
parents who believe that religion 
is a serious matter requiring ma- 
ture consideration. Some choose 
not to indoctrinate their children at 
all, but to leave their minds open. 
Others reserve the legal and moral 
right to guide their children toward 
a humanistic or ethical faith. Chil- 
drén of such families would be co- 
erced by the pressures of public 
school practice. 

Mr. Schlafly’s proposal, though it 
seems small, is another step toward 
making our schools a sectarian bat- 
tleground. It should be questioned 
even by orthodox religionists, for 
thé separation principle is clearly 
in the interest of church as well as 
state. If the state, via the School 
Board, may introduce religion into 
public education, there is no longer 
any safeguard against dictation of 
the forms and content of religion. 

Mr. Schlafly now cites as a prece- 
dent the recently revised Pledge of 
Allegiance to the Flag, which adds 
the theological phrase, .“under 
God.” The fact that no American 
parent or taxpayer has challenged 
this usage in the courts does not 
mean that all are in accord with it, 
or that it is constitutional. The 
American Ethical Union and the 
American Humanist Association—to 
name two examples close to us— 
are cn record in protest against this 
government support of a controver- 
sial_ doctrine. 

We strongly urge members of the 
St: Louis Board of Education to 
congider both the immediate and 
the -potential consequences of Mr. 
Schlafly’s proposal. We urge them 
to-reject it, and to make their re- 
jection a matter of public record.

Redbirds vs. Brownies 


A reader who describes 
as “Old Brownie Fan” 
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Settle It Now 


The 11 steel producers deadlocked over a 
new contract with the United Steelworkers 
should examine carefully the formula under 
which the Kaiser Steel Corp. reached agree- 
ment with the union. Kaiser, the twelfth of 
the group that had been negotiating jointly 
with the steel workers, broke away to give 
the union a package worth up to 22% cents 
an hour in the next 20 months. Other major 
producers have said it would cost them 45 to 
50 cents an hour over three years. to settle 
on the same terms, and Roger Blough, chair- 
man of United States Steel Corp., has asserted 
the Kaiser terms are too costly for acceptance 
by his company and the remaining 10. 


Granted that Kaiser is a relatively small 
concern (it produces only 2 per cent of domes- 
tic steel and has only 7500 of the 500,000 
steel workers who struck) and that its Cali- 
fornia operation puts it in a different class 
from the eastern companies, still there are 
meritorious elements in the formula. For ex- 
ample, the work-rules issue, on which both 
sides have been intransigent, was referred in 
the Kaiser agreement to a labor-management 
committee with authority to recommend solu- 
tion of shop problems on the spot. This ap- 
pears to be a reasonable compromise that 
saves everybody’s face. 

If the work-rules issue were settled along 
this line, it would leave only wages and 
fringe-benefits to be negotiated. Here again 
the union has demonstrated it is willing to 
settle for improvements that appear, on a 
preliminary analysis, to be non-inflationary. 
Edgar F. Kaiser, board chairman of Kaiser 
Steel, believes the differences between the 
costs of the new contract to Kaiser and to 
eastern mills is not as great as the other com- 
panies contend. In any event cost differences 
could be taken into account in adapting the 
Kaiser formula to the remaining firms. 


The Kaiser agreement provides that in the 
first year (in reality about eight months be- 
cause of time lost in the strike) there will be 
no wage increase but that the company will 
take over group insurance payments previous- 
ly paid by employes and will grant improve- 
ments in pensions and supplementary bene- 
fits. The first-year cost will be about 10 
cents an hour. In the second year, beginning 
next July 1, there will be a 7-cent-an-hour 
wage increase and, in addition, a maximum 
of 3 cents an hour in a cost-of-living increase 
if justified by prices at that time. Fringes 
will raise the second-year cost to about 12% 
cents an hour. 


The big producers have been represented 
as having set a maximum of 2 per cent on in- 
creased labor costs to which they will agree. 
Based on the average pre-strike wage, this 
would be between six and seven cents an 
hour each year. That is not too far from 
what the union is now willing to accept. As 
Chairman George W. Taylor of the fact-find- 
ing board pointed out, the companies would 
find it very hard to convince the public that 
2 per cent is non-inflationary but 2 per cent 
plus a fraction is. 


President Eisenhower, whose administra- 
tion has obtained a Taft-Hartley injunction to 
send the men back to work for 80 days, thinks 
the Kaiser settlement should be taken as a 
signal for agreement between the other com- 
panies and the union. So do we. What is to 
be gained by waiting for the matter to go 
through the courts and into a forced back-to- 
work period? Nothing but bitterness and 
eventually further economic loss. 

The negotiators should take advantage of 
the injunction stay granted by the appellate 
court to resolve their differences and get the 
furnaces going again. 


Thor Bruce’s Narrow Squeak 


The narrow margin by which Auditor Thor 
W. Bruce held his job with the St. Louis 
School Board is a reminder of the unsatisfac- 
tory system under which the Board’s execu- 
tives labor. Each of the system’s four princi- 
pal operating managers—the Superintendent, 
the Secretary-Treasurer, the Building Com- 
missioner and the Auditor—is elected to his 
job every four years by a Board whose mem- 
bers in turn usually owe political debts to the 
ward politicians who put them in office. 

It is a system that invites politicking and 
meddling in day-to-day administration by 
Board members to the detriment of basic edu- 
cational objectives. What St. Louis really 
needs is a system under which the Board 
hires the Superintendent only, with such 
non-policy making jobs as those of the Audi- 
tor, Building Commissioner and Secretary- 
Treasurer filled on the basis of merit by men 
who enjoy tenure. Until it gets such a method 
for filling its top jobs, the St. Louis school 
system will continue to suffer from periodical 
political upheavals.

A District for Growth: 


Unblocking Metropolitan Arteries 


Solutions to the St. Louis area’s traffic-tran- 
sit-parking problem are absolutely essential 
to stimulate industrial development. Because 
traffic congestion lifts delivery costs substan- 
tially, and increased travel time to and from 
work means a longer working day for em- 
ployes and managers alike, a metropolitan 
area suffering from blocked arteries works at 
a competitive disadvantage in bidding for new 
industry. St. Louis suffers from being in that 
position, The time has come to do something 
about it. 

Traffic-transit-parking is one huge area- 
wide problem. Since no local government in 


city or county possesses area-wide jurisdic-_ 
tion, none is capable of doing much about it,” 


as is proved every day. Either co-operatively 
or on their own, St. Louis, St. Louis county 
and the county’s 98 municipalities are unable 
to devise an area-wide traffic system, to pro- 
vide a really rapid and reasonably-priced pub- 
lic transit system, to produce ample off-street 
parking where it is needed. 

A fresh approach is necessary. That is 
what the Greater St. Louis City-County Dis- 
trict is all about. The proposed District is 
both a government with area-wide jurisdiction 
and a government with responsibility and 
powers for taking constructive action on traf- 
fic, transit and parking. 

A long step toward this end already has 
been taken. The $550,000 transit-traffic sur- 
vey made for the City-County Citizens’ com- 
mittee provided a detailed engineering blue- 
print for action; the engineers know what 
needs to be done and how to do it. But the 
answers are useless if no local government 
has authority to put them into effect, as in 
fact is the case. 

With a metropolitan District in being, the 
people would be in position to solve the traf- 
fic-transit-parking problem in the foreseeable 
future, and that would be a powerful force 
attracting the new industries and new jobs 
that the St. Louis area must have if it is to 
progress as a major metropolis 

The benefits to city and county alike far 
outweigh the plan’s relatively modest cost, a 
large share of which in fact would be carried 
by the new commerce and business attracted 
by the improvements in metropolitan living 
that the plan would make possible. 

Residents of city and county will serve the 
best interest of themselves and their commu- 
nities by voting YES on Tuesday, 


Formula for Algeria 

Foreign investments in Algeria, especially 
French interests in the oil of the Sahara, 
would be respected by an independent Al- 
geria. This was stated in Morocco by Ferhat 
Abbas, premier of the provisional Algerian 
government. 


The announcement, together with Gen. De 
Gaulle’s earlier offer of an election to decide 
the country’s future, should constitute a 
workable formula for negotiations to end 
the North African war. Discounting the 
pride of some French army men who want 
total military victory and the similar pride 
of some French settlers, the real reason for 
the continued French “presence” in Algeria 
is to be found in French capital outlays, espe- 
cially in the Sahara. If these are reasonably 
protected, the continuance of French rule 
loses much of its importance. 

Ferhat Abbas also said that the liberation 
of Ahmed Ben Bella and the other Algerian 
leaders imprisoned in Paris would “greatly 
improve the present political atmosphere.” 
These men were se by ruse when a 
French pilot, who was to fly them from Tu- 
nisia to Morocco, landed them instead: in 
Algeria to be seized by the French army. This 
trick increased Algerian bitterness. 

Opposition to the De Gaulle plan among 
Europeans in Algeria is said to be crumbling. 
If this trend continues, the effort of extreme 
rightists to lure the army into all-out resist- 
ance will fail, and Gen. De Gaulle may be 
able at last to solve the problem which no 
other French leader could solve. He could 
perform no greater service for France. 


A Charter for Kirkwood 


Kirkwood residents will have an opportu- 
nity Tuesday to adopt a first-rate home rule 
charter providing a Council-Manager form of 
government. In our judgment they would 
serve their. best interests by doing so. The 
community’s present Commission government 
is a ready-made vehicle for waste, politicking 
and, above all, blindness to the city’s future. 

The document, which is indorsed by the 
League of Women Voters, has come under 
attack from the same City Hall forces which 
also fought the earlier effort to create a Char- 
ter Commission to determine whether change 
was necessary. The Commission found that 
it certainly was, and drafted the proposed 
Charter. Opponents are attacking it not on 
its mérits but’ by charging that it means 
higher taxes. This charge in fact tends to 

one of the deficiencies of the pres- 
ent government. 

Kirkwood’s 89-cent tax rate is heavily sub- 
sidized by profit from the municipally-owned 
electrical distribution system and by a sepa- 
rate monthly charge for garbage collections. 
Electrical profits now pay for operation of 
street lights and the fire department, and 
represent the equivalent of a property tax 
of $4 cents. Since all residents are not con- 


nected to the city system, those who are in 


effect are subsidizing the 89-cent rate for 

those who are not. The garbage collection 
, if included in the municipal rate as 
St. Louis, would add another 20 cents 

tax bill. Without these two subsidies, 

s rate ‘be $1.

He announced 
that six areas of gravity confront the 
nation: foreign policy, defense policy, 
education, economic growth, labor 
policy, and civil rights and social 
equalities. 

This statement of categories is un- 
exceptionable, but as to the views Mr. 
Rockefeller entertains about any of 
them there is nothing but silence. The 
candidate assured his audience that he 
was qualified to discuss all these sub- 
jects, and he cited his experience in 
federal. posts under two New Deal 
Presidents, Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Truman, as well as under Mr. Eisen- 
hower.

Rockefeller was reticent. That will 
come, he said, “in the weeks ahead.” 

So far as Mr. Rockefeller disclosed 
any attitudes, his views inclined to the 
philosophy of the New Deal. He was 
asked about tax cuts. He cannot fore- 
see them “in my time,” which would 
seem to comprehend the lifetime of 
most adults. Farm subsidies? To re- 
move them might provoke “‘one of the 
most severe crises this country has 
ever known.” Differences in the funda- 
mental principles governing Repub- 
licans and Democrats? Ask him some- 
thing easier. 

Of course, Mr. Rockefeller’s eco- 
nomic and social philosophy has been 
made abundantly clear by his behavior 
in the governorship. He has raised 
the state income tax to a record level. 
He supports rent control and govern- 
ment financed housing. He would not 
cut the huge state relief costs or raise 
the politically fixed New York City

Money has a way of 
talking in Republican national conven- 
tions, and Rockefeller not only has a 
great wad of it in his own and his 
family’s possession, but many of the 
familiar kingmakers of recent Repub- 
lican conventions are beholden to 
Rockefeller money or work directly in 
its service, 


The big eastern bankers and indus- 
trialists are certainly in his corner. It 
is easy to recall what the late Thomas 
A. Lamont of the House of Morgan did 
for Wendell Willkie at the 1940 cor- 
vention, what the Wall Street cabal did 
for Thomas E. Dewey twice in succes- 
sion, and what Winthrop Aldrich and 
the rest of the crowd did to sidetrack 
Senator Taft and install Mr. Eisen- 
hower. 


The same resources are on tap for 
1960, with the added element that Mr. 
Rockefeller himself can buy and sell 
the men who have developed the habit 
of buying and selling the Republican 
Presidential-nomination. Why the car- 
didate and his backers lean toward re- 
fined socialism is inexplicable, but it 
would be a sad mistake to misread the 
inclination of the golden boy from 
Albany.

There is likely to be an image 
in each pictorial situation, but 
it may be left to the viewer to 
infer it from the circumstances 
presented and from a clue in the 
title. 

“Sun Shapes on the Acropolis” 
is a hot glare of yellow and red- 
orange in a swirling movement 
across the canvas. “Images in 
the Sea” is a tossing of rather 
solid blues buttered over with 
white knife strokes, after which 
thinner blues were allowed to 
trickle across the white. 

The. effect approaches literal 
picturization, but stops enough 
short of it to leave evocative pos- 
sibilities open to the viewer. 


Problems of Control. 

Where an image emerges from 
this kind of abstract environ- 
ment, as does a white Command- 
ment tablet in Moses” and a 
fairly explicit suggestion of a 
figure in ‘‘Flamenco Dancers,” 
the compostition seems to be- 
come weighted with the prob- 
lems of keeping these pictorial 
elements under control.

Since the San Francisco 
meeting between Khrushchev 
and a group of American labor 
leaders, the Soviet press, radio, 
television and other media of 
communications have stepped up 
the tempo of their propaganda 
campaign of lies and distortions.

Doughnuts and Popcorn 
Traditional Fare 
For the Eerie Eve 


TWO FOODS are traditionally the favorite fare of those out- 


of-the-world creatures who prowl in the dark on Halloween. There 
is an easy-going, casual air about popcorn and doughnuts that 
makes them a natural for this night of informal fun. 


Youngsters will like popcorn 
with a sweet touch—sugared, or 
made into balls or bars. Adults 
may prefer it hot and buttery. 
For dieters, omit the butter and 
sprinkle the tender, snowy puffs 
of popcorn with spice. Just look 
to your spice shelf for the flavor- 
ings. 

For instance, the hot, freshly 
popped corn may be sprinkled 
with barbecue spice or curry 
powder. Try garlic salt or your 
choice of herbs, seasoned salts 
or spices. Powdered cinnamon 
and clove make exotic flavor- 
ings—and not one of these sea- 


sonings will ad@ to the calorie 


count. 


Do remember that popcorn 
must be storedrproperly. if it is 
to retain the correct amount of 
moisture. Once it has been re- 
moved from its original contain- 
er seal it again in a jar, can or 
plastic bag and keep in a cool 
place. Kernels pop best when 
they retain the right amount of 
moisture. 


If corn has already dried out 
from improper ‘storage, raise 
the moisture content by placing 
a wet cloth or blotter in the 
container with the kernels. Seal 
and let stand 24 hours. When 
ready to use, mix kernels thor- 
oughly and test-pop a few of 
them. If still too dry, repeat 
moistening procedure. 


Sugared Popcorn. 

One cup sugar. 

One-fourth cup water. 

Two cups popped corn. 

Cook sugar and water to thick 
sirup. Stir sirup with popped 
corn until dry. Separate coated 
kernels. 


Caramel Popcorn Crunch. 

One-half pound package dairy- 
fresh caramels (28 caramels). 

Two tablespoon water. 

Two quarts popped corn, 
salted. 

Add water to caramels and 
melt in top of double boiler. Toss 
mixture with popcorn until every 
kernel is coated. Spread and dry 
on greased surface, Break apart.

Student Exchange 
A Move for Peace 


“IT IS THE SORT of effort which, if done on a broad 
enough scale, might save this planet from self destruction.” 
This is the way an editorial in the San Francisco Chronicle 
last March described the _ ane in International Living. 


Last week Leighton Rol- 
lins, western director of 
the Experiment, came 
through St. Louis and told 
us of the latest develop- 
ments in this remarkable 
program which brings 
young people from foreign 
countries to live with 
American families and 
takes our young people 
abroad. 

Although the Experiment 
has been going on for 25 
years, it has gained mo- 
mentum tremendously in 
the past few years and now 
is being organized formal- 
ly rather than left to vol- 
unteer happenstance. 
Moreover, it is now begin- 
ning to show results. 

“We've sent 12,000 
young Americans,” 
said Rollins, “and 10 per cem are now employed in 
our consulates and embassies. A survey was made 
of our alumni which showed that 47 per cent are 
spending the major part of their free time furthering 
international. relations. 


“This year 900 foreign students came to us but, since 
this is an international organization, they went to other coun- 
tries as well. For example, Austria sent two groups to us, 
ofie to France, one to Greece. Many of these foreign alumni 
are now old enough to be in cabinets and when the occasion 
comes for them to go on record, they go on record for 
understanding, not for the clenched fist and the angry word. 
They stand for active, creative peace.” 

. Experiment groups go in groups of 11, five boys, five girls, 
and a leader, all to the same town, each to live with a family 
as part of that family. Along with the more familiar Euro- 
pean countries, students now go to Nigeria, India, Israel, 
Japan, Poland and USSR. Russia does not permit the students 
to live with Russian families but does permit Russian students 
to live with American families which is considered 50 per cent 
successful. 


Although they have more applications than they can 
handle, Experiment directors encourage more, so that they 
may choose the best to send. 


they make mistakes in their screen- 
ing. Rollins laughs as he tells the story of a football 
player, longer on brawn than brain, who told his 
German “foster family,” first, that “American women 
play no part in politics,” and second, when queried 
about American composers, “We don’t have any.” 
When the German host suggested Gershwin, the boy 
said, “Oh, that’s old fashioned jazz.” “In Europe,” 
the host bristled, ““we consider that he wrote the finest 
folk opera ever written.”

“Now, as I told students at Country Day,” said Rollins,

Experiment students are given orientation as to history, 
customs, and how to answer ticklish questions on integration.

Krupa Now Thinking Man’s Drummer 


Mellowness Has Set In, He Likes Classical Music and Gives Lessons

THE WOMAN from California 
who handed Gene Krupa a menu 
to autograph said something flat- 
tering that also happened to be 
true. 

“You haven’t changed much 
since I saw you years ago with 
Benny Goodman.” 

Her emphasis was on that 
word “years,” but the famous 
jazz drummer didn’t wince, just 
smiled back “Yes, that was a 
long time ago wasn’t it.” 

Krupa had just finished a set 
during the current engagement 
of his quartet at the Hotel Shera- 
ton-Jefferson Boulevard Room. 
His breathing was normal and 
perspiration slight even though 
he had just beat his way through 
more than 20 minues of “Sing, 
Sing, Sing,” perennial vehicle 
for his talents since the Good- 
man days. An athletic trainer, 
after watching such a workout, 
would have to say Krupa is in 
good shape for a slightly-grayed 
man of 50 years. 

To one who has frequently 
watched Krupa during the quar- 
ter of a century since he be- 
came a drumming institution, 
there are noticeable changes. 
Quite naturally the years have 
taken their toll in the old flam- 
boyancy and fire. Gone are the 

brashness, the impression of 
limitless energy. 

Mellowness has set in. This is 
the thinking man, relaxed, un- 
assuming and friendlier than 
many jazz musicians who have 
had far less success. Being a hot 
baseball fan, Krupa prefers to 
liken himself to the former hard- 
throwing pitcher who stays on 
the team by learning to pitch 
with his head instead of his 
arm. 

And as for baseball, Krupa 
took it pretty hard when the 
White Sox got clobbered in the 
World Series. It was partisan 
reaction from one who was born 
on Chicago’s South Side and was 
just getting interested in drums 
at the time the Sox won their 
1919 pennant. 

Krupa’s drumming technique 
hasn’t changed much since the 
spotlight used to pick him out of 
the Goodman players in the mid- 
die 1930s and he was a hyper- 
thyroid leader of his own big 
swing band in the late '30s and 
early °’40s. 

“I don’t play “Sing, Sing, 
Sing” much different than I did 
then. Keep enough of the origin- 
al thumping in there to please 
everyone, don’t you know.”

Will Rogers and 
Other Journalists 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 29. 
HAVE JUST BEEN INTERVIEWED by four journalists 
on the subject of journalism. There were three boy journal- 


ists and one girl journalist. They are from the high school 

| journalism class. They were serious and plenty gung ho, 
as we used to say in the 
Old Corps. (The public 
relations corps.) 


. “Wowid you give your 
| opinion on journalism as a 
profession?”’ And they all 
poised their well-sharp- 
ened pencils and waited 
for the reply. 

This is an_ intelligent 
question and deserves an 
intelligent answer. I will 
do my best. 

The best thing about 
journalism as a profession 
is being a journalist. It is 
not as easy as it sounds. The first thing you must do to be 
a journalist is get out of the newspaper business. For many 
years I was a newspaper man and have become a journalist 
only recently. 

Newspaper men are given bylines as an award of merit. 
But we journalists award ourselves. Type your own byline 
at the top of the page and go on from there. 

“What do journalists write about after they type their 
bylines?” they asked. 

“After typing your byline, you should write important 
information. If possible without getting caught in facts. 
Journalists write things like, ‘Ask Me Another’ columns— 
columns that contain answers to questions such as ‘What is 
the natural habitat of the basking whale?’ 

The journalists wrote this down. 


*You should also learn how to conduct an interview.” 
“What sort of interview, sir?” 


“There are several kinds. The interview with 
the visiting movie star, for example. Question: ‘How 
do you like our city of Double Bend?’ Answer: ‘I 
am enchanted. If I did not have to live in my 20- 
room mansion in Beverly Hills, I would make Double 
Bend my home.’ 

“The interview with the stewardess, shortly after 
the plane skids off the runway: Question: ‘How did 
the passengers behave?’ Answer: ‘The passengers 
were calm and collected.’ ” 


It is almost impossible for one journalist to interview 
another. I did not tell them that. They will find out. Inter- 
viewing Will Rogers was a chore that drove newspaper men 
daffy. 

Will ‘Rogers was a comedian with the Follies. Then 
he became a journalist. He wrote a short, funny piece 
every day for many papers. He was great interview material. 
But he would not talk. He was saving it for his column. 

“Say something funny, Mr. Rogers,” the interviewer 
would beg. 

Will Rogers looked gloomily out the window., ‘‘Nice day,” 
he said. 

When the reporter got back in and 
editor would go wild. 
| “This ain’t fuany!” he roared. Naturally not. If 

he wanted to read something funny, he could read 

the Rogers column. 

A reporter who once interviewed Rogers told me how 
it was. He said he belted the humorist with questions anc 
got only answers like, “Hmmmm.” 

“Finally,” he said, “I got desperate. I put answers in 
his mouth. Like I said, “‘Mr. Rogers would you say that 
—I forget what it was. But it was a very funny line. 

“Rogers sat up in his chair. ‘Say that again,’ he said. 
I repeated it. 

“You know what he did? He pulled out 
pencil. ‘That’s a good one,’ he said. 

“And,” said the reporter, “I'll be darned if he didn’t use 
it in his column the next day.”’ 

It takes a little time to learn journalism. But once 
you've got it, it’s a profession.

: A Coated Tongue 


) “Dear Dr. Molner: 
| IS IT UNHEALTHY for a child to have a coated tongue? 
My son, 8, has a white coating, mostly on the middle of it. I 
have tried in vain to clean it with toothpaste. He doesn’t 
seem to be sick. : MRS. C; M.” 
“Dear Doctor: 
“WOULD LIKE TO HAVE SOMETHING cleared up about 
@ person’s tongue being coated in the morning. After it is 
cleaned, it is coated again by evening. R.E.H.” 
Most of ‘us, I guess, were brought up with the idea that 
a coated tongue meant we ought to have castor oil or some 
other offensive and not very useful dosing. 


| There just isn’t any validity to the notion that 

| : a coated tongue means digestive disturbances or con- 

| stipation. On the other hand, there are things you can 
learn from the tongue. A moderate coating is entirely 
normal, A beefy, red, smooth tongue is more apt to 
indicate trouble—lack of sufficient stomach acid or 
lack of Vitamin B. 


The surface of the tongue consists of tiny papillae, or 
raised columns. Their size varies in different people. Between 
these columns, or papillae, it is natural for particles of food, 
yeast and bacteria to accumulate. This is the coating. The 
accumulation will build up during the night, become thinner 
as the day goes on. 

In children (or others) infection can contribute to the 
coating because of the prevalence of bacteria. Tonsillitis is 
a common factor. Among adults, smoking increases the “fur.” 
For anyone, but especially the snoring adults, mouth breath- 
ing and the resulting dryness contributes to the coating. Nasal 
congestion and adenoids are other factors Mrs. C. M. might 
well watch for in her youngster. 

Trying to clean off the coating usually is quite futile and 
I wouldn't bother to try. 


I do suggest this, if you are really concerned over 
coated tongues. Inspect the tongues of healthy and un- 
healthy members of the family. You'll find quite a 
variation, but there won’t be much connection with 
general health. You’ll find healthy ones with quite a 
coating, and ailing relatives with little or no coating.
